III. 1. Oh Homer, you educated (sTraiJsusg) the men. 

2. I will send (TTSjXVpco) Homer to the market place. 

3. You (p.) sent (eneyc^aTe) your brother to the islands. 

4. The gods educated Homer with stories.

6. We were releasing (sXvoyLSV) the people [who were] in 
the house.

9. The deeds of the gods educate (iiaiSevei) men. 

10. The goddess was placing (sTTSjXTrsv) words in Homer's heart. 

Instead of "send" (JieyLTiOd) to represent this concept, English might use the word "place," as I've done in this translation. Greek 
also uses the word (3dA.Xco (and especially eld^aXXoS) to express this idea. 

11. The gods will release (Xvaovdv) the men [who are] on the island. 

12. I was (or, they were) educating (sTrafJsuov) my (or, their) brother with skiU. 

13. The god ordered (eKsXevaev) Homer to be releasing (Aucrsiv) the men. 

14. The god ordered (EKsXevaev) Homer to release (Xvaai) the men. 

15. You (s.) were sending (sTTSf^TTsg) your brother into the market place. 

16. Homer's books were educating (sTraiJsucrs) the men. 

17. We are releasing (Xvoycev) our brothers. 

18. You (s.) educated (sTraiJsucrag) your brother with both words and deeds. 

19. They will send (TTSjXVpoucriv) their brother out of the region.

12. The books from the strangers educated the men [who were] in the market place — namely, 
Homer's friends. 

13. The six brothers sent a wreath of gold from the country to Homer and Homer's brother. 

14. While Homer will educate his friends in the house with words, his brothers [will educate them] 
with deeds. 

15. We sent the messenger [who had come] from the strangers away from the market place to the 
island. For we were ordering the men of the island to end ("release") the war. 

16. Oh brother, are you sending animals to the market place or not? 

17. Homer even now educates the souls of foreigners. For gods used to teach Homer the skiU. 

18. The gods will order Homer to be sending gold to his friends but wreaths to the foreigners who 
are in the region. 

19. The deeds of the gods of the country wiU educate the people weU.

21. You (s.) were ordering Homer to send books to the islands. For you were educating the people 
of the islands.
